My method of deriving some format information from FM-equipped travelers and from DXers 
hearing stations briefly by skip was indicted by a reader who corrected several Georgia FM for- 
mats, which he thought were in error as given previously. “All this points out the difficulty of 
to determine station formats on the basis of a brief E-skip opening or a trip through 
"he says. But I feel Ihave to use all information sources, and even though some may 
be faulty, they help to improve the data base I have through widespread publicity of such reports 
and their subsequent corrections. He also wanted me to explain the FCC's recent amendment of 
their field strength contours. Another reporter was kind enough to send the complete text of the 
FCC report and the curves; it is hard to tell whether they bring about any change at all in FM sig- 
nal strength prediction, and no sliding scale was included to try out powers other than 1kw. An 
innovation is the consideration of terrain roughness, which should (not must) be calculated for 
given radials from a station's transmitter that depart "appreciably" from a terrain 
roughness factor of 50 meters, “which is considered to be representative of average terrain in 
the United States." Terrain roughness is measured along profile radials between 6 and 31 miles 
from the transmitter, using topographic maps. If a station lacks coverage to get out to 6 miles, 
It need not be concerned with "TR.” The "TR" factor, if it is ultimately employed by many sta- 
tions, will be almost "secret." It will, as I see, apply only to certain directions from a trans- 
mitter and will not be averaged like HAAT (height above average terrain). After I study the 
matter more I may be able to come up with “average terrain roughnesses" for parts of the U.S. 
and Canada, which could have an effect in increasing or reducing coverages. For FM, I think 
the coverages computed from new Fig. 1 (or 17, depending upon source) will be essentially sim- 
ilar to the coverages I have keypunched and computerized. I expect what changes will come 
will come in applying a TR coefficient, and also changed thinking about what is coverage. Is it 
a fence within which all broadcasting and all reception, or even 90% of such reception, tak 
place? Or is it a constantly-changing phenomenon, which we as DXers have been aware of; 
and what atmospheric differences are there in various parts of the continent causing changes not 
foundin other parts of the continent ? 

I was pleased to see that the TR profile is to be computed in meters, but the FCC in its 
charts clings to the use of the archaic feet and miles. By 1980 I plan to (or hope to) change 
all data in the FM Atlas to metric, whether the country advances much in that direction or 
not. Should I have to change all data cards to reflect new coverages, miles could well dis- 
appear by the next edition—whether we're all ready for it or not! 

WHAS-FM 97.5 Louisville KY still classical, not yet having made the switch to NBC's 
NNIS service/all-news. Possibly WHAS-FM’s classical service will be picked up by one of 
the city's commercial Class A stations, or an educational station might expand. 

KUAD-FM 99. 1 Windsor CO on with heavy rock, fast talking jock, "Quad 99, top of the rock," 
noted with celsius only forecast, excellent signal into S. E. Wyoming. KSID-FM 95.3 Sidney NE 
MOR, oldies, Intermountain network; KCOL-FM 107.9 Ft. Collins "music for the two of us.” 
KADX 105, 1 Denver excellent jazz, "very sophisticated. " 

WQXO 98.3 Munising MI adding to its schedule to provide country music 10 pm to 6 am 
Fri, Sat. and Sun. , including presumably, Monday mornings when many other 98. 3'ers are off 
the air. One of my applications cards is for Lycoming College, Williamsport PA, seeking *91.7, 
10 watts (8.4 w ERP)to operate noon to midnight with a 2-bay horizontally polarized antenna, 
‘The deadline on computer print-outs (see last month's cotumn) Is extended indefinitely, as long 
as Iam in the Duluth area. 

Mark Lewis sends information on his new car FM—the Realistic 12-1818 with 8-track tape, 
selling in Canada for $129.95. Selectivity seems excellent and AFC is not detrimental to DXing. 
"On special it was $70, and I think it would stack up closely ‘to the Philoo-Ford car FM-stereo 
sets." For the first time that I know of, FM car radios are comparatively considered (not 
rated) in a national publication. The July, 1975 Audio, pp. 12-16 describes a number of them, 
even giving FM sensitivities as supplied by manufacturers. Then on pp. 24-32 five car radios 
with FM are tested. The most expensive, the Becker Mexico at $844.28, has some of the 
poorest FM specifications, while the two lowest priced units, the Pioneer K P-301-and Panasonic 
CQ-999, rated about the best (priced about $200, including tape units). Unfortunately, as the 
article points out, car FM could be improved if the manufacturers would put the same quality 
into those sets as goes into the better home receivers. 


FCC-FM September, 1975 ICY Exposed, "HICL-FIM threatens to appear, and some SEX! 

‘A new book that mentions the FM Atlas (and a better bargain than the Atlas because it has 351 
full-sized pages and selling for only $3. 00+. 25 postage) is out. The third edition of Sex and Broad- 
casting, 2 handbook on starting a radio station for the community, by Lorenzo W. Milam. Offbeat, 
the book is a thorough guide to groups interested in starting KRAB, KBDY, KPFK, KPOO, KTOO, 
KUSP, WBAI, WYEP, WYSO-type stations embodying the principles of free speech and unlimited 
public access to the airways. Irreverant, the book employs many four-letter words not found in 
this column, and it's authored by the guys who are proposing that the FCC ban sectarian religious 

- groups and dull educational authorities from running FM and TV stations on reserved-for-educa- 
tion channels. They also propose that educational FM and TV fall under the same duopoly rules 
that commercial stations must abide by. Such a rules change would force such FM stations as 
KANU-KJHK Lawrence KS to have separate owners, rather than the U. of Kansas, or such TV 
stations as KTCA-KTCI St. Paul MN to separate—which I'd regard as a very healthy move, indeed.

FCC turns down WNIB 97. 1 Chicago on bid to move WKZN 96.9 Zion IL from 96.9 to 104.7, 
saying problems attendant to the move would be worse than the short-spacing now existing between 
WNIB and WKZN, thus effectively stymieing WNIB's bid for more coverage. Now, it's rumored 
that WNIB wants to get a reduction in power for WFMT 98.7 because they believe WFMT's signal 
unfairly competes with WNIB's (actually, WMBI-FM 90. 1 has Chicago's best FM coverage, but 
WMBI-FM is not commercial, and only partially classical in its musical outpourings). 

‘An even more interesting story is chronicalled in the Chicago Daily News, "The format of 
WICV, a station that almost was." Excerpts from the article by Norman Mark, columni: 
ICV nas supposed to go on the air on April 6, 1973, replacing HEFH, tthich had been broadcasting 
classical and semiclassical ausic since 1940. Zenith radio Corp. had sold WEFM for $1 willton to General Cinesa Corp. (GCC), 
‘hich decided to change WEFM into a rock station called WICY. XHICY staff was brought In. . .signs on CIA buses advertised 
‘the station. JIngles were recorded. Then, at the last instant, 2 Washington OC court ordered WEFH to reaain a sertous-mustc 

jon unt fl elttzens" protests about the foreat change were resolved. WICY was never born. A forser BICV eaployes har 
given this column *The WICY Format Guide 1," which outlines the kind of junk station we would have had. . .Dise. jockeys were 
told. . .to "keep It short, keep the music under you, and keop it hot—reseaber wowentum.” On the hour dick. jockeys were 
advised to "pound the 1D in,* then after broadcasting, "WUSICRADIO, ICY, CHICAGO, POUND the next record in." (The capital 
letters were part of the guide.) . . . Even aeather as not to be spared. One former employe sald, "it was to be so concise 
that you aight a5 well not have done it." Disk jockeys were told, "Be brief and be specific with highs and lows—not ‘high 
around 70" oF thigh near the sid-70s'—but *high today 75.'* . . hen asked his opinion of HICV's guide for disk jockeys, 
Dan Price, successful free-lance announcer, HITH interviewer and adviser to Fine Arts, said, "It's insulting to the public 
and condescending to the employes. If you have to tell the that euch, you ensure that you will have cretins broadcasting to 
retins, Next to a typhold epidenic, the last thing Chicago needs ts another idiotic rock-format station." Fine Arts ts a 
citizens group forned to fight the foraat change, supposedly cosposed of groups from six local universities, including Roose- 
volt University. However, accarding to our reporter, Roosevelt knows nothing about thist 

In other news, the FCC authorizes FM translators to broadcast with vertical or circular 
polarization, and translators can now carry 30" of advertising locally-originated per hour instead 
af the 20" previously allowed. No FM translator, however, is known to offer local commercials. 


KKHI-FM 96. 7 San Francisco has indeed applied for the booster on 95.7 in Walnut Creek, and 
it has been on the air. However, as of last report, they were having problems with a beat, and it 
has been off the air. KFOG 104.5 San Francisco's engineer has checked out the area, and con- 
firmed that because of the rough terrain, KFOG is fairly well blocked off from Walnut Creek; and 
they plan to apply for a booster and will diplex with KKHI-FM. KIOI 101.3 had a permit for a 
booster in Walnut Creek with 1 kw. However, it is no longer on the air. The owner said people 
kept stealing parts, and it was most difficult to keep it on! 

WJPD-FM 92.3 Ishpeming MI continues its monophonic ways, with microwave difficulties pre~ 
venting the stereo signal from the studio reaching the transmitter in Marquette, with AM-FM sim- 
ulcasting expected to continue for two years, after which there'll be some separate programming. 
WTIQ (AM) Manistique MI is petitioning for allocation of 94.7 with 75,000 watts to which Paul 
Petosky of WQXO Munising expects to object because a 1 mv/m signal would spray into Munising.

During the foliowing 66 minutes, at least six other 
Florida highbend stations were received by Fs. Reception was rarely, if 
ever simultaneous; peaks lasted from about 2 minutes on ch 7 to a few sec- 
onds on ch 14. Networks, offsets and local programming lead to definite 
IDs of WJCT-7 Jacksonville, WJHC-7 Panama City, WFLA-8 Tampa, WFTV-9 Orlan 
do and WTVT-13 Tamoa; also, an 1l- station most likely WFSU Tallahassee; 
and possibly a third ch-7 Station, pending program research. I have phots 
of local programming on WJCT-7 and WJHG-7; syndicated programming on WFLA- 
8; and the heavy same-offset interference between KETA (also 65 mi SSF)and 
WIVT-13; and tape recordings of WJCT and WJHG. Verifications will be re- 
quested from the ch-7 stations as soon as extra photo prints are on hand. 
I might well have doubted these if someone else hac reported them, but af- 
ter many years of experience in television DXing,I am completely confident 
of the identifications specified, and that svoradic E up to an MUF of at 
least £12 MHz was the mode of provuration. Eouinment: a 1961 B&W 19" RCA 
set was fed with a ch-9 yagi thru a strip amplifier peaked on ch 8; hand- 
rotated at a height of about 20 feet above ground; a 197% color RCA 14"

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WESTERN TV-DX September 1975 


The undisputed high spot of this report has to be the June 30 hi-band 
VHF Es. This is the first such for me in ay near 16 years of TV-DXing. 
As is normal, I use the TV-FM antenra for FM Fs. on June <0 since things 
were going so well I had checkea the ch-7 spot ebout 3 or 4 times prior to 
1715. At about 1710 I suddenly noted a pile of VOR signals above FM band 
(I usually centt even hear locals on SX-6£ 108-110 area). Checking on 
Allied 4£6 brought in even more (see my own VHF colusn, August issue). 
Just before 1715 my parents had comsented about some zero-beat CCI on our 
local Ch 12 (Clarksburg, WV?) (very possibly, Pat. dps), and a quick check 
with Ch 7 showed Austin not to be alone there. Tentative revorts will be 
sent since f/out sbout 60 seconds before an ID. Ch 8 did have something 
but might bave been trop mixed. (In the 1715-30 period I was also busy 
trying to check ou 2 meters as well es the 148-175-MHz bend, both with 
hegative results). The Ch-7 audio dominated very well at times (some was 
taped). If one didn't know better you'd think it was spotty ch-2 Fs giv- 
ing Houston a rough time. I'll never forget the sight of John Chancellor 
and David Brinkley going in and out with Austin. The only comparable 
“shock” for me was the Mar 8, 1970 FZ on Ch 2. Though not likely to re- 
peat itself here for some time, I did afterwards put up a 10-el Ch-7 Wine- 
gerd Yagi at about 12 feet aimed n.e. with a separate lead in so I can 
listen to all the 107.9 stuff and not worry about Ch 7. I had planned to 
do so eek the Perseid meteor shower anyway. (Jun-30 DX starts on prev.p.)

HOW f0 REPORT TO A DX COLUMN 


In an effort to help acquaint new members with general reporting procedures 
we've sasembled a few guidelines thet we hope will be helpful to you. 


First off, the most important thing is to simply report your DX. Of all 
our many members, only a handful regularly report; Perhaps some poten= 
tiel reporters feel their DX is not of significant interest to other club 
members. Nothing could be further from tne truth. After all, if we were 
not interested in other DXers’ successes (or failures), we wouldn't join 
2 DX club in the first place. Or perhaps the potential DX reporter does 
not want to take the time. Well, it needn't teke a lot of time to report 
your DX to your area editor, as we shall see. 


If your beg is TV or FM, there are five besic ingredients suggested for 
each reportable logging: 

L. The date. 

2. The mode of propagation (E-skip, meteor-scatter, tropo, auroral,, 
lightning-scatter, F2). 

3. The time identification of station initially determined. 

4. The cali letters, channel or frequency, and location, If it is a 
new logging, underline the call letters. If it is tentative, indi- 
cate with the letter "T" or a question mark after the entry. 

5. The approximate air-mile distance from transmitter to receiver. 


(Note: with FM, most reporters generelly include some brief comments con- 
cerning type of programming heard--news, music, local ads, etc.) 


With VHF-Utility DX, the procédure is about the same. Although here the 
distance is not generally reported, unless unusual for type of propagation. 


Now to answer an obvious question: What is reportable DX and wnat is not? 
This should depend entirely on you. The important tning to remember is all 
DX columns are news columns, and the material therein should be newsworthy. 
Most editors neve no particular etanderds or "limits". Generally, any E- 
skip, MS, F2, or Auroral is newewortuy; with tropo, any station receivable 
10% to 15% of the time is not usually newsworthy. Thia means that if you 
DX with an indoor antenna for example, a 150 mile logging may be eignifi- 
cant. Whereas if you have very sophisticated gear, 400 mile or further re- 
ception may be common, and therefore not newsworthy. Obviously, many fac- 
tors enter in, and you have to determine whet is and isn't reportable DX. 
A few comments such as description of your equipment, location, log totel, 
best distances of "regular or "semi-regular" stations--all help put your 
DA in proper perspective for other rea 


Finally, when and where should reports be sent? As to the "when" part, 
again remember you are reporting news. Preferably, reports should be 
filed once a month and mailed to arrive at the editor's desk within a 
few days of his column deadline. As for "where", there are three region- 
a1 TV, three regional i, and one VHF-Utility DX column, with the follow- 
ing geographical boundaries: 


Fastern IV DX--all states east of the Mississippi iver, except those 
in the Central area; Cenadian provinces Ontario and east. 

Central TY DX--Illinois, Indiana, Hichigan, Ohio, and Wisconsin. 

Western TV DX--all states west of the jissiesippi; all remeining 
Canadian provinces; Mexico. 

Worthern Mi Dx--all states east of the Nississippi that ere north of 
Mason-Dixon line; Cenadian provinces Ontario end east, 

Southern | Df--all states east of the Miesissippi that are south of 
Mason-Dixon line. 

Western Wi Di--all states west of the liississippi; all remaining 
Canadian provinces; lexico. 

VHF Utility Di--covers all reports. 


If you do not see the column in tae VHF-UHF Digest you would report. to, 
write to club headquarters. And remember--if you don't see thet column, 
it's probably tevause of a lack of reports. Only you can correct that!
